(from 9:00 A. M. to BF-M^ Sunday, from 9 to 


DUE TO INORDINATE VANITY. 
Injury of KnlBeVa Eye If. Explained 


by a German Diplomat. 


The recent Injury to the kaiser's eye 


was the result, of a characteristic ex- 
hibition of personal vanity on his part. 
He was informed that it would he un- 
safe if not impossible, to lower the 
heavy steel pole inasts of the Hohen- 
zollern, his gigantic yacht, unless she 
were in dock and under a derrick. .He 
exclaimed that if nothing was impos- 
sible to him, and said if the naval en- 
rnneers aboard were unable to devise 
means of lowering the masts while the 
bhip was afloat he would teach them 


Tccordinglj, he drew up a scheme 


for unshipping the masts by means of 
hawsers attached to the bow and to 
the other masts. 
It was while tlu 


hawser was being rigged up under hi 
personal direction that a rope snapped 
and the end struck him in the face. 
His eye was seriously injured. 
The 


kaiser bore the intense pain without 
flinching while in sight o£ Ms crew, 
but when he withdrew to his cabin he 
threw himself on the bed and writhed 
in agony. ^Vhen the surgical aid he ob- 
tained some relief, he returned to the 
deck with his eye bound up, ai.d, m 
spite of the nrgings of his officers, he 
had the pole mast lowered, doing con- 
siderable damage to the yacht's deck 
and ligging by the operation. Daring 
rriven this demonstration of hi 9 d* 
tine"power, he had the crew summoned 
and prayer was offered up. The epi- 
sode was due to one of those attacks 
of mania to which he is subject in mid- 
summer.

^"en an, ostrich, after a hard run, is 
very tared, its wings sometimes-droop; 
this is due to exhaustion.

never, by a running bird exerting itself 
to the utmost, held out aw ay from the

Its P^c. But the wings appear to be rf 
great service in tm-niog, enabling the 
l,,rd to double abruptly, even when go- 
ing at top speed.—Zoologist.

HOW ir IS BONE. 


In Tuesday's Silver State was pub- 


lished an article jibowing that the ex- 
ercise of option b~y the Bank of France 
in paying ts obligations in gold or sil- 
ver had not been attended -with any of 
the disastrous consequences, held np 
as scarecrows, against the adoption of 
the same policy by the government of 
the United States. 
The 
methods 


adopted by the French government 
and financiers might be promptly fol- 
lowed in this country, or at least a val- 
uable lesson learned by the calamity 
howlers, who denounce the legal exer- 
cise of its option by one government, 
as repudiation of its honest debts. 


The French nation has seven bun. 


dred millions of silver coin. 
The 


parity of gold and silver is not main- 
tained there by boycotting the silver, 
as onr treasury department does, but 
by the refusal of the Bank'of France 
to redeem its note circulation in gold 
when it prefers to pay in silver. No 
run is attempted on the gold in the 
bank because it would be mot by silvei 
redemption. 


Four silver five franc pieces, weigh- 


ing less than four American dollars, 
may be exchanged at any time in 
France for a twenty franc gold piece 
But then the Bank of France not only 
receives silver, but uses it for the re 
demption of its notes. 
The bank is 


not obliged to exact a high premium 
for the delivery of gold while it re 
tains the option to redeem notes in 
silver. 
That is to say, the Bank of 


France would demand a premium on 
gold if it redeemed only in gold; but il 
ia under no such necessity, because il 
redeems in silver coins whenever it is 
moro convenient. 
In short, the only 


people in Francs who pay a premium 


*" on gold are those who desire to make a 


proBt on that metal, while in our 
country the treasury pays the prem 
inm, in order to enable the gold brok 
era to make a profit on it. 


Under our laws, the government has 


the same option to redeem its notes in 
silver coin thutis enjoyed by the Bank 
of France. 
The only difference is tlia 


in France this option is exorcised b; 
its rightful owner, the Bank of France 
while in tbe United States the option 
of the treasury 
department is dis 


honestly given away to the holder o: 
the note. Tbe Bank of France buys DO 
gold with which to redeem its notes 
but redeems them in silver to any ex 
tent it deems necessary. 
If our troas 


ury department had been honestly 
conducted the same state of thing 
would exist here. 
No bonds would 


ever have been sold to obtaiu gold for 
redemption purposes, because 
our 


tieasnry notes would have been re 
deemed in silver, as the law provides, 
when no gold was on hand from the 
revenues. 
It is simply the way the 


option is exercised whiuh makes the 
difference. 
The Bank of France exer- 


cises it for its own protection, while 
our treasury department exercisen 
for the benefit of Wall Street gold 
brokers nud foreign bondholders.—

University endowed by millionaire 
Miould teach the heresy of bimetallism 
was not to bo tolerated and Dr. Bos 
wasnotifiedthat ho would have to va 
ctito the chair of economics, at least h 
says so in a letter fo a fi lend in Chic 
ago. 
This is the third dimissal of emi 


nent men from professorships in Uni 
versities because of their views on the 
silver question. The gold men unabli 
to combat the views content themselvei 
with depriving them of the position: 
which thev occupied iu educations 
institutions.

i-ountry is arrayed on tbe gold side 
mid the mushroom millionaires exer 
else their pov.er as despotically as thi 
Czar of Russia or the Errperor o 
China. 


Professor Jordan of Stanford sayi 


that Professor Boss was not dismissed 
but simply transferred to the Depart 
meut of Social Science. This will hav 
the same effect, however, as if he hat 
been dismissed, as ho will neve no op 
porttmity to explain to the students 
the necessity of bimetallism in a debtor 
country like the United States nnd the 
fallacies of the single standard advo 
cates.

nearly all the educational institutes in 
ithe country and that they are merci 
lessly exercising their authority tb 
dissmissal of college professor prove 
beyond doubt or dispute.

LUBRICATING A WATCH. 


No Otlier Piece at. SIaclilner>- Will Ran 


So Long After n Single Oiling. 


Very few of the million^ of people 


•uho carry watches, rcali/» to what a 
powerful 
extent 
lubrication is de 


veloped, and \\hnt an extraordinary 
number of turns the balance ^hee 
makes with one oiling, saj-s, the Phila 
delphia Rccoicl. 
A Chestnut 
s>tree' 


watchmaker, whose kncm ledge of these 
wonderful pieces of mechanism is no 
exceeded by anj man in this citj,hab 
made up an interesting table of com 
parison to show the perfection of lubri 
cation in a watch. 


A watch vull run on one oiling fiom 


n year to a year and a half. E^ ery min 
ute the balance wheel turns on its 
axis 450 times, and 27,000 times in an 
hour. Accepting the year as the time 
the ordinary watch will run with one 
oiling, he finds that if the drher of a 
locomotive was as well oiled as a bal- 
ance wheel of a watch, it ought to rnr 
60 miles an hour day and night for 
G-18 days, or v\ ell on to two years, with 
one oiling. 
In that time it 
woulc 


traverse a distance equal to nearly four 
times the circumference of the earth. 


In view o£ the fact that in reality 


few locomotives will run one da3- with- 
out reoiling, he maintains that the 
watchmaker has developed his art to a 
far greater degree than Hie locomotive 
builder has \ et been able to reach. 


HUGE KITES TO AID SCIENTISTS 


A Princeton University Party to Ex- 


plore the Famous Moans Clifln. 
Prof. William Libb3r, of Piinccton 


universit3', accompanied by several sci- 
entists of repute, has begun an explora- 
tion of the famous Mosas cliffs in the 
United States Indian reservation of 
Nev> Mexico. It is expected that, the 
task will require many weeks for its 
completion. 


Vrof. Libby.'who is a geologist and 


an Arctic ex'plorer, conceived the idea 
of attempting to iinestigatc this dis- 
trict jeais ago, but no means offeree 
itself until VUHuim J. Eddy, of X 
York, perfected IDS kite machines for 
aerial transportation. Mr. Eddy has 
built a contrhance formed of four huge 
kites arranged in a square, four feel 
apart. These kites can be sent up in 
the air to a height of 800 feet. The ap- 
paratus was sent by express to the 
scene of action and an expert in their 
use sent by Mr. Eddy to fly them, un- 
der Prof. Libbj's directions.

nuggets this morning 
From both 


trouseis pockets he drew out baud- 
fulls ot nuggets. Some of the pieces 
were $20 and $18 in value, he said. He 
showed also vials of gold dust more or 
less large. It sparkled bright. These 
nuggets, he said, came from Van 
Dnzer Creek, and he believed that 
$40,000,000 ot gold can be taken out 
after the erection of heavy and expen- 
sive machinery."

Competitor in Afrlcn, 


Canadiaa and Italian asbestos will 


find a serious competitor in the blue as- 
bestos recently discovered in the Cape 
Colony, sin ce the South African product 
is less than half as heavy and furnishes 
fibers considerably finer and longer 
than any other, says the Detroit Tri- 
bune. The South African fiber has been 
worked into webs, which are but little 
inferior to those made of vegetable 
fiber, and are absolutely fireproof. 
Twine, cord and rope made of this, blue 
asbestos will not only resist fire, but 
also most of the known chemicals, cor- 
rosive vapors and atmospheric influ- 
ences. 
These qualities will open a 


new field for the employment of asbes- 
tos fabrics in chemical laboratories, and 
for the caulking of chemical apparatus. 


A novel application of this material 


is the working of blue asbestos fiber 
into mattresses for hospitals. 
They 


are cooler iu summer and warmer in 
winter than those made either of ani- 
mal hair or vegetable fiber, and no ver- 
min can live in this mattress. Experi- 
ments are now being made of working 
this fiber into cloth for firemen's ap- 
parel. Of course the long fiber blue as- 
bestos can also be emploj'ed for all the 
uses to which white asbestos has been 
put heretofore. While a trifle more ex- 
pensive, its superior qualities make it 
well worth the difference.
